ton area. 

Colby said the purpose in- 
cluded gathering informaton 

about demonstrations that 
might .endanger CIA facilities, 
programs or personnel. 

Reports were published in 
Sunday’s editions of the Wash- 
ington Star-News attributing 
to unnamed sources the state- 
ments that in- 1971, at the-peak-
